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FRENCH WAIT 
FOR SIGN OF 
GERMAN DRIVE 


Sharp Encounters Are Re- 
ported Along Western 
Front 


PARIS, Nov. 9.—The French 
war ministry today reported in- 
creased activity on the whole 
western front and sharp encoun- 
ters with German forces, especial- 
ly between the Moselle and Saar 
rivers, 

The French were watching closely 
for a sign that Adolf Hitler might 
be contemplating co-ordinated at- 
tacks on the western front and 
against the allies through the Neth- 

erlands and perhaps Belgium. 

(German officials have denied 
planning any drive through 
neutral lowland countries, but ob- 

servers in those nations have ex- 
pressed concern over Nazi troop 
concentrations on their borders.) 


RENEWAL OF INITIATIVE 

Military experts pointed to a re- 
newal of German initiative after 
more than two weeks of stalemate 
in most parts of the Saar sector and 
reported that more German troops 
were massing on the Netherlands 
frontier. 

This morning's war communique 
said there was “increased activity 
during the night on the front as a 
whole” and reported local scouting 
Operations and “sharp encounters” 
on the northern flank, between the 
Moselle and Saar rivers.

The newspaper Intransigeant said 
the incident showed that “the Ges- 
tapo (secret police), backbone of the | 
regime, has either failed of its duty 
or itself participated in the plot.”

Though invited by the Prime Minister 
to do so, Hon. Dr. Manion has not yet 
cited the instances of which he said “in- 
formation came to him” that political fa- 
voritism had been shown in the letting of 
contracts and the making of appointments 
connected with the carrying on of the war 
program. He has not overlooked the invi- 
tation, for he continues to assert in gen 
eral terms that such complaints are reach- 
ing him, and threatens to bring the matter 
up in parliament. 

Perhaps this is a good way to keep the 
political truce and rally Canadians of all 
political stripes to the national effort, 
but the helpfulness is difficult to see. And 
these are matters of very much more ur- 
gent importance at present than any- 
body’s gain or loss of political prestige. 

Dr. Manion has said either too much 
or too little. He should back up his as- 
sertions by citing instances, and so set 
the machinery of investigation in motion 
and prevent recurrence of the alleged of- 
fences. That would seem to be the fair 
thing to do; fair to the country, to him- 
self, to the Government, to the war effort, 
and—by no means least—to the party 
that has honored him with its leadership. 


Who’s Road? 

United States members of the interna- 
tional commission have decided that the 
British Columbia-Alaska highway is a 
“worthy and feasible project,” involving 
the construction of about 1,000 miles of 
new road in Canada and perhaps 275 miles 
in Alaska. 

For the time they favor route A, run- 
ning from Vancouver to Hazelton, Atlin, 
Whitehorse and Dawson to Fairbanks. But 
they admit a shorter route can be found 
120 miles east of this line; presumably by 
way of Prince George, and utilizing the old 
Cariboo Trail from that point south. 

Albertans will hope this alternative 
route may be finally selected. For the 
reason that it could be more easily tapped 
by westward extensions of Alberta’s high- 
way system, thus giving tourist and other 
traffic to and from this province direct 
highway connection with the coastal cities 
and also with northern British Columbia, 
the Yukon and Alaska. 

The commissioners also suggest that 
“if the United States is to finance in 
whole or in part” the construction of the 
Canadian section it should have some jur- 
isdiction and supervision over the road. 
That is a point at which, if this is insisted 
upon, the whole project is liable to break 
down. The proposed highway cannot be 
made another ‘Polish corridor”. 

If the road is built it will have to he a 
Canadian road, under undivided and 
unquestioned Canadian authority so far 
as it traverses Canadian territory, what- 
ever method of financing das to be em- 
ployed to build it. 


Fuel Control 


The coal and coke industry in Canada 
is to be put under license, in order that 
regulations can be enforced which will as- 
Sure consumers a full and continuous sup- 
ply of fuel at fair prices. This is a fur- 
ther step in the application of measures to 
prevent profiteering, and to maintain 
normal conditions of trade despite the 
disturbing factors incidental to war-time. 

It does not follow necessarily that the 
coal and coke men have been gouging. If 
safeguards are to be established a hegin- 
ning had to be made somewhere, and con- 
trol measures extended to one industry 
after another in order of their importance 
or where conditions seem most likely to 
create disruption of trade and price in- 
equalities. ¢ 

In the Canadian climate, fuel is in 
winter time as vital as food. Since coal re- 
sources are located at both ends of the Do- 
minion and lacking ip the middle, the 
trade is peculiarly liable to interruption. 
Should supplies fail anywhere, suffering 
is a matter of hours, and anything like a 
prolonged regiona! coal famine would spell 
death to people in some parts of the 
country, 

To omit regulating coal, or postpone 
it while regulating sugar and other less 
essential commodities, would be dealing 
with minor requirements first. And one 
thing the people of Canada have made 
very plain, through their parliament and 
otherwise; there must be regulation of 
supplies and prices in respect to the neces- 
sities of life,

Hitler Bars the Way 


Queen Wilhelmina and King Leopold 
are assured of an earnest examination of 
their truce proposal, alike by the Allied 
Governments and by the Nazis. Neither 
contestant wants to fight. There is no 
enthusiasm for the war on either side. Hit- 
ler and his associates are scheming, wrig- 
gling and threatening to keep what they 
have grabbed and hold power to go on 
grabbing. The Allies are fighting for their 
national lives and the right, for themselves 
and all other peoples, to live in security 
and peace. 

The Fuehrer, if he did not inspire the 
proposal to call off the war, has the 
strongest of reasons to hope something 
may come of it. The Allies would be only 
too happy to end the business if secur- 
ity could be gained without more and 
broader scale fighting. The offer of their 
services as mediators entitles Netherlands’ 
Queen and Belgium's King to the thanks 
of mankind, and their proposal to frank 
and full consideration. 


But that the move can bring peace 
there is no visible reason to hope. Herr 
Hitler has put himself outside the ranks 
of those with whom it is possible to make 
binding bargains. The man has lied so 
notoriously that his word is nowhere 
counted of any value. The sponsors of the 
peace proposals themselves would not 
stake the safety of their countries on any 
pledge of his. Neither will the Allies. 

If Hitler is willing that peace should be 
restored, his course is plain. The first 
condition is for him to step down and out, 
taking his gangsters with him, and let the 
German people nominate some persons to 
negotiate for them in whose honesty con- 
fidence can be placed. That he contem- 
plates doing this, there is no reason to 
suppose. “Rule or ruin” is evidently his 
motto. 

It is to destroy Hitlerism, not to de- 
stroy Germany, the Allies have taken 
arms. They can know no such thing as 
security until this is done. Law cannot 
make truce with lawlessness and live.

Some of the prisoners really liked the jail. 
They were making money out of it by the art of 
graceful blackmail. The penitentiary runs a 
coal mine, and all coal in excess of what the con- 
vict must mine for the state, he is allowed to sell 
for seventy-five cents a ton.

It is just, merciless, de- 
vastating. Measured by the standards set up by 
the choicest spirits, this age seems a Traucuous 
inanity, worthy of the sulphurous contempt Car- 
lyle would have poured upon it. 

I suppose everyone has his own * favorite 
period of history in which he would like to 
dwell. For me that age would be eighteenth 
century England, when the habits of graceful 
repose and serene culture had not yet been 
broken up by the rough voices of the modern 
era, with its speed, its arrogance, and its essen- 
tial vulgarity. What would one not give to hear 
Johnson or Burke or Goldsmith, to listen to the 
eloquent prattle of Walpole, and correct the cruel 
sanity of Swift by remembering that humanity 
could not quite be lost if it still produced a 
Chatham or an Addison I was aimost, though 
not quite, ready to become a second Bozzy, “and 
act as a sort of doormat for my hero” if only the 
rolling gait of Dr. Johnson could come in sight. 
Did not Thackeray confess he would gladly con- 
sent to be a boot-black if thus he could hold 
converse with the bard of Avon while brighten- 
ing his boots to the sparkle of his immortal 
speech? 

But there I go again. I started out to talk 
about life in the future, and here I am again 
burdening my shoulders with the corpse of the 
past. It's great fun to be a misfit,

Current Comment 
A “Quiet” War? 


Certain people talk about this being a “quiet” 
war. It is foolish talk. Thoughtless. 

Said a member of the French High Command 
last week: 


“We are conducting this war not with 
economy but with avarice, so far as lives 
are concerned.” 


He had in mind, no doubt, certain figures 
recalled this week by the New York Times. 
In February, 1915, the French attacked in Cham- 
pagne. In a month of fighting they gained a 
mile on a limited front. They lost 240,000 men, 
killed, wounded and missing. In February, 1916, 
the Germans attacked Verdun. In August and 
continuing until December the French counter- 
attacked. At the end of the battle the Germans 
had not taken Verdun, but thy had lost about 
278,000 men, the French even more than that. 
Other major attacks, such as the Somme and the 
Chemin des Dames, proved equally costly. 

So perhaps a “quiet” wer is just a sane war— 
merely the right feeling of the Allied High 
Command that it should be frugal with the lives 
of the young men on whom civilization’s con- 
tinuity depends. If that be so, if victory can be 
won later on with the price of shells instead of 
with the price of human lives, then, by all 
means, let the “quiet” policy go on. —Ottawa 
Journal. 


Industry and War 

It is common knowledge that during recent 
years the major heavy industries of this country, 
which are so Vital to the nation as the fighting 
services, have undergone a thorough transform- 
ation in organization and productive facilities. 
Many examples have been provided lately by 
these inductries in showing what they can do by 
way of high outputs when the necessity for these 
arises, and although rearmament has been push- 
ed forward in the past two years, the full re- 
sources of British industry have not yet been 
utilized. There is therefore adequate elasticity 
for expanded effort which gives a sound basis for 
eonfidence in the ability of British industry to 
see the country successfully through the war. 
Shipbuilding and the associated industries sup- 
plying the Royal Navy and the mercantile marine 
put their house in order some years ago, and 
their position today is in striking contrast to the 
circumstances of 1914. There is greater co-opera- 
tion than has ever been known in the history of 
shipbuilding, which will go far to make the max- 
imum use of the industry’s resources. Another 
favorable factor is that practically all the work 
on the stocks in the shipyards is of immediate 
use, whereas in 1914 there were many vessels 
under construction which had to be finished off 
in order to provide accommodation for laying 
down essential tonnage.—Glasgow Herald.

the immature bud of a plant of the | 


thistle family. offers a very pleas- 
ant change. The size of this edible 
bud varies from 2 or 3 inches in 
diameter in ordinary market var- 
jeties, 

The edible part of the vegetable 
consists of the fleshy portion at 
the base of the bud scales. «he 
green scales of the bud are some- 


times tinged with blue, brown or 


violet. 


In North America the artichoke | 
is generally prepared by steaming | 


or boiling. Even though it is some- 


times impossible to obtain the fresh | 


artichoke in some of the colder 


climates, this vegetable may still be | 


enjoyed by using the canned pro- 
duct. The smaller artichokes are 
selected for canning, after the in- 
edible parts have been discarded. 
Whether canned or fresh, this vege- 
tdble is very wholesome. 


The proper way to eat it is to hold 


with the left hand, and then with 
the fingers of the right hand, to 
pluck off an outer leaf. The thick 
part of the leaf at the bottom is 
then dipped into butter and slowly 
drawn between the teeth, leaving 


carded. 
After al] the outer leaves have 


main. The fuzzy part should be 
thrown away, and the very tender 


and eaten with a fork. 
Following are some methods of 
preparing this vegetable 


fitted lid, place the artichokes 
stem down in about 2 inches of 
water. Boil until a fork will easily 
penetrate the base.
